Ono tr-miency of rooont ovents has 
bcon to sot peoplo a thinking ns to tbo 
futuro polioy of Great, Britain,— what 
shall bo h»r relations to European 
Powers, what her pari in tho affairs ot 
the nations. 1h bar inlltionco to be mca • 
Burud by tbo nurabur of 'tho battalions 
eho onn put in tbo Gold, and tho weight 
of hor armaments upon tho eoaa't I- 
sbo still to bo eo entangled in continen- 
tal politic* as thfit Bho mast ever bold 
herself ready to fight for orory potty 
otato or sickly potentate that, may find 
it oonvoniom to olaim hor proteution 1 
Such are a lew of the qucstiona t» which 
anHwera nro demanded by tho iron and 
itixorablti logic of events, It, mast, ba 
ndmitlod that tho influence of Great 
Britain Inn for sorao time past beou 
moral rather than martial. Nor can 
it well ho denied that, ineanurcd only by 
Uie number of her battalions, her claim 
to bo regarded a* a GrtjL olaes power 
might be oj;en to question. True, tor 
all purposes of defence B bo is ftili 
stronger iban the wtroitga-t. Nature 
has clone aiuoh lor Great Britain ; mm 
it. would, indeed, bo a, bold oncmy who 
would set foot upon her Bea-girth shore". 
True, slu> can mill sing with undiminisb- 
ablo l ruthfulnesH •' Britannia rules tho 
waves." Yel it must be acknowledged 
that if called upon lo tnko a foreign 
field alongside of some of the rjreafc con- 
tinental Powers of tbo present; age of 
miliionary armies, 6h» must occupy a 
somewhat iquivoual, if not an absolutely 
diengreca' lo position. Thua do wo find 
tho JDuko of Cleveland making tho ad- 
mission : " England bus no urmy fit 
for foreign service, on d haa no allio- 
but Austria and Turkey, who arc both 
bankrupt.'' We hire t'aid that tho in- 
fluence of the nation has lor soino timo 
boon moral rather than martial ; and, 
allhoi'tfli aho has doubtless still somo 
old aff.drs on her hamls which might 
possibly render inevitable an armed in- 
tervention, yet it has become tolerably 
dear thai it is with tbo pen rather than 
tho sword that Gro.it Britain would 
settle all international difficulties, in- 
deed, how oNo are wo to explain hor 
attiiudo during the present struggle, 
and more especially thu anomalous posi 
tion just now occupied by her Cabinet 
Ministers t Who would hesitate to 
think thai had the present conditions, 
been presented half a century ago tho 
'dogs of war' would have been lot loom- 
withent a momaut'a rositation 7 But 
tho British lion is mora paoific now. And 
it is well. Bnt it is not our prosent 
purpose to speculate in tho field of in- 
ternational ethics so much as 
to study tho tdidoncy of this change 
in tho policy of our own nation. 
It is asEoi tod that oi.e-half or the Bri- 
tish Cabinet is ready to resign if the 
war policy of Granville be persisted In; 
and it is further intimated that tho 
policy of a powerful nnd growing party 
points to a withdrawal from European 
complications and quurrols and a devo 
tion ot the national energies and resour- 
ces towards the uniLiction and build- 
ing up of the great colonial E 
piro. And, can i<- be doubted that such 
is, indeed, the nigbar path of duty, the 
truer and more curtain roud to nation- 
al greatno-s and power ? A national 
system ot Emigration muat couaiituio 
the ground-woik of this policy ot peace. 
And just luok at it from thatstuntipoiut 
Great Britain it* opouding, all told, fully 
twenty millions (tol ling evory yt'ar 
what mast bu regarded as au abortive 
• attempt to migitute tbe cumo of pauper- 
j sm — t | iu r, bideous won which received 
legislative recognition as ear. y as 1601, 
just 269 years ago, Lint the festering 
sore is not removed. Indeed, it i- ever 
increasing in dimen-ions unii virulence 
She is spending twenty-five millions 
every year upon her naval and military 
departments ; anil for what- t Ljk us 
suppose those two nmuunta added 
together, and employed in a well digo.-t 
cd and Hjeteuiatio process of nations 
colonization, and what mind can 
measure the results ? Every subject 
snatched from pauperism and dovoted 

to colonial wtdlbelog would be worth a dozen 
BolilitiB, in so tat as lino and eocluriujc im 
tiotml strength ia concerned.
